HIGHLAND. 
THE QUESTION OF WATER. 

HIGHLAND, Jan. 17.—{From The 
Times’ Resident Corréspondent.] The 
rainfall for the season has been less 
than 2 inches, and, although irrigators 
are putting every available drop of 
water into the ground, the question of 
a suppiy for the coming summer is a 
leading topic. It is stated that the 
electric power which Dr. Baldwin pro- 
posed to bring here from Mill Creek 
for pumping purposes has been con- 
tracted for eleewhere, where a contin- 
uous market was found. The Arrow- 
head Reservoir Company ts planning 
for the delivery of water to the High- 
land district, a surveying party be- 
ing now in the field making a detailed 
topographical survey and maps of all 
that portion lying above the North 
Fork ditch and below a line 1800 feet 
above sea level. 


at the same point, thus 
putting Highland under the two stor- 
age reservoir systems of the San Ber- 
nardino range and solving the water 
problem—provided it rains. 

It is alse the intention of the Arrow- 
head company to establish an electric 
plant for the development of power at 
the point where its tunnel brings the 
water through the range and drops 
it down the southern siope for distri- 
bution among the various prospective 
ditches. As pewer would be generated 
only during the delivery of water for 
irrigation, the company would be com- 
pelle@d to seek a market among those 
needing power at that time. in other 
words, when the Arrowhead company 
has water ready for the irrigators, it 
will also be in position to supply power 
for those who prefer to pump, thus 
doubling the amount of water which 
may be had at a reasonable figure. 
This, of course, cannot be accomplished 
before another year.
